‘Service to his fellows is the test for the 
true heroes of civilization, and we in our 
day ere not without our heroes who stand 
that test.

“We are here to-night to give to a young 
man the symbol of heroship, the gold medal 
of the Society for Saving Human Life, be- 
cause he has acted upon that truth.

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DIVIDED OPINION IN 


Ex-Senator Ford Declares That the 
Local Authorities May Now Assess 
the Franchises.

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—When the decision of 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
upon the franchise tax law was first made 
public to-day, the general expression around 
the Capitol that the whole law had 
been declared unconstitutional. Within half 
an hour after the decision had been 
dered groups of legislative lawyers 
poring over the opinion to decide 
meant. 

Ex-Senator Ford, 
inal Ford bill, in discussing 
the decision, said: 

‘It unquestionably leaves the original 
Ford bill intact. It has now been decided 
that the two amendments put in at the sug- 
gestion of Gov. Roosevelt are void; the 
first, deduction of local payment of car 
licenses, and the second, conferring the tax- 
ing power on the State Commissioners, The 
principle of franchise taxation is in no way 
attacked by the decision. I don’t care who 
assesses these franchises so long as they 
are assessed, and the courts hold that they 
can pe assessed and ought to be assessed. 
The decision is a great blow to the corpora- 
tions. They will now be called upon to pay 
more than ever before.” 

‘How much more do you estimate? ”’ 

‘It is difficult to make an estimate, but 
eins you consider that all the franchises 
in New York City were only assessed at 
$211,000,000; that the real valuation of the 
transportation franchises alone is over $500,- 
000,000, and that property in New York can 
now be assessed up to its full value, you 
may get some sort of idea of the additional 
revenue which the city will derive under 
the decision.’

CHANGES AIMED AT TAMMANY 

It was said that Gov. Roosevelt's rea

Another view of the decision is that it 
will prove a serious obstacle to Gov, Odell 
in his effort to have the franchise law 
pealed and sunstitute therefor a law which 
will provide for a tax upon the gross earn- 
ings of corporations enjoying 
privileges. If the local Boards of Assessors 
in New York City can now proceed to as- 
sess franchises held in that city, the reve- 
nue which the city may derive, it is said, 
will be far in excess of that which the 
corporations were compelled to pay when 
the State Board made the assessments, and 
it is believed by some that the prospect 
of even greater revenue from this source 
than has heretofore been obtained will in- 
crease the opposition to repeal 

An effect of the decision which 
appealed to the politicians was that the 
State Beard of Tax Commissioners prac- 
tically would be wiped out of existence 
if the opinion should be upheld by the 
Court of Apneals 

The State Tax Board is composed of three 
Commissioners. They are George FE. Priest 
of Ithaca, J. Edgar Leaycratt of Ne w York, 
and Lester F. Stearn of Dunkirk.

Roosevelt sent this 
recommendation to the extra ses ‘sion, while 
he still held the thirty-day bills. and he 
stated that he would sign the original Ford 
bill if the Legislature failed to pass the 
amended bill. The amended bill passed 
promotly. r 

The large corporations then generally 
recognized the advisability of meeting pub- 
lic opinion and paying more for their privi- 
leges. If the law had been enforced rea- 
sonably and conservatively, a large in- 
crease of taxes might have been obtained 
from the companies without resistance, The 
tax could probably have been increased 
each year without inviting attack upon 
the law. But, naturally, the Governor 
wanted his law to appear important, and 
when the first valuation of the rights were 
announced, in the Spring of 1900, they were 
such as to astonish even the trust busters 
of that day.

Several taxpayers’ associations throughout 
the city kept up the agitation for a tax on 
the corporations having rights in and on 
the streets. During the regular session of 
the Legislature pressure was brought to 
bear by the taxpayers of New York on 
Gov. Roosevelt, and the result was the in- 
troduction of a tranchise tax bill by Sen- 
ator John Ford. The first bill provided 
for the assessment of all franchises as real 
estate, and included every kind of a right 
or privilege to maintain or operate street 
railroads in and on the streets, telegraph 
lines, gas mains, and every kind of struct- 
ure, superstructure? or substructure for 
conducting steam, heat, water, oil, power, 
or electricity, and the tangible property of 
the corporations was to be included in this 


assessment. 

Gov. Roosevelt took the stand that the 
corporations should pay what he consid- 
ered to be a fair share of the taxes of New 
York for the rights acquired. As soon as 
this announcement was made the Repub- 
lican politicians, with Senator Platt at 
their head and including Edward Lauter- 
bach, counsel for-the Third Avenue Rail- 
road Company; William IF. Sheehan, coun- 
sel for the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, and the lawyers for the Metropolitan 
system declared that the passage of such a 
lary would mean ruin. - 

They enlisted on their side Benjamin B. 
Odell, then Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. Gov. Roosevelt stood his 
ground, and the Ford franchise tax law 
was put through. Then further pressure 
was brought to bear on Gov. Roosevelt 
after the adjournment of the Legislature. 
David 8B. Hill was hired by several corpo- 
rations, including the Brooklyn’ Rapid 
Transit Company, and he declared that the 
Ford law was unconstitutional and would 
be upset. 

Gov. Roosevelt yielded finally to the 
wishes of his friends. The lawyers for the 
railroad corporations begged that amend- 
ments be made to the Ford law giving the 
right of assessment to the State Board of 
Tax Commissioners. After much agitation 
en both sides an extraordinary session of 
the Legislature was called by Gov. Roose- 
velt and met in Albany May 22, 1899. On 
the first day the amendments to the fran- 
chise tax law wanted by the corporations 
to protect their interests were passed and 
the law bec: ime effective with the amend- 
ments on May 26 by the signature of Gov.

Julian Ralph died suddenly at 7:45 o'clock 
last evening, at 118 West Seventy-sixth 
Street. The immediate cause of death was 
an effusion of blood and foreign matter into 
the lungs, causing suffocation. 

Mr. Ralph's illness began at St. Louis 
about the time of his appointment as East- 
ern representative of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition. A series of hemorrhages 
attacked him, and he came to New York. 
He leaves a wife, Isabella Mount Ralph; 
three sons, Lester, the artist; Willard and 
Allan, and two daughters, Edith and Alice. 
interment will be at Fairview Ceme- 
tery, near Red Bank, N. J. Arrangements 
for the funeral have not been completed. 

A passion to get into the atmosphere of a 
printing office caused Julian Ralph to leave 
his school books when but thirteen years of 
age. He was born in this city May 27, 1853, 
at what was thefi 648 Houston Street, not 
far from South Fifth Avenue. His parents, 
Dr. Joseph Edward Ralph and Selina Ma- 
honey Ralph, wanted him to have a colle- 
giate education, but after attending school 
under several well-known teachers of that 
day. notably, Dr. Hunter, now head of the 
Normal School for Girls, Ralph began as 
a printer's devil in the office of The Red 
Bank (N. J.) Standard. There he learned 
the printer's trade.

His work 
attracted the attention of Charles A. Dana, 
and Ralph was soon a member of The Sun 
staff. Some of the best work of his career 
was performed while on this paper. He 
wrete whole pages in The Sun desc ribing 
the raner al of Gen. Grant, Cleveland's first 
inauguration, and some ot the international 
yacht races. For twenty years Ralph re- 
tained his connection with The Sun staff, 
and was its legislative correspondent at 
Albany for a time. 

In 1884 he was sent to England by the 
Harpers. He went at once into the front 
rauk of writers in that field. Ten years 
later he went to China, during that coun- 
try'’s war with Japan, and described that 
struggle. This short stay in China result- 
ed in the publication of “ Alone in China.” 
Elis work took him into Russia, India, and 
the Black Sea country. 

The year following his work in China he 
took up his residence in England. This 
marked the beginning of his connection 
with The New York Journal staff as Lon- 
don correspondent. While in the service of 
The Journal he reported the Turkish-Greek 
war. In 1897 he reported Victoria's Dia- 
mond Jubilee. Another notable piece of his 
work was that describing the coronation 
of the present Czar of Russia. 

During the Boer war he attached himself 
to the commands of Lords Roberts and 
Methuen. The exposures and hardships he 
was forced to undergo there impaired his 
health, and his final illness may be indirect- 
ly traced to this experience. 

Whiie at Blom fontein he colloborated with 
Kipling on “ The Friend,’’ which had the 
ccuntenance ard support of Lord Roberts. 
During service in this campaign Ralph 
became connected with Alfred Harms- 
worth’s London Daily Mail. When peace 
declared he returned to London, and 
worked for the Harmsworth publications. 
Mr. Ralph's son, Lester, accompanied him 
upon many of his later news-gathering ex- 
peditions In the Turkish- Greek war Les- 
ter Went as a newspaper artist. 

Mr. Ralph returned to this country 
of last year, and during the Rue 
mer he wrote a series of le tte rs at Saratoga 
in regard to the pleasure crowds and 
the gambling at the resort for THE New 
York TIMES.

AFTER DENUNGIATION 


Republican Bolters Speak Out 
Against the Party’s Leader. 


Three Senators Vote for Elihu Root— 
Mr, Raines Hints at a Deep Sig- 


nificance in the Bolt. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Hope of peace among 
the Republican members of the Senate took 
wings to-day when the three bolters whose 
independence has troubled Senator Thomas 
©. Platt’s supporters during the vote which 
insured his re-election to the United States 
Senate joined in denunciation of the meth- 
ods of the leader of their party. Senators 
Brackett, Brown, and Elsberg were not 
content to merely cast their votes against 
Senator Platt, but gave their reasons why 
they would not longer accept his leader- 
ship. Senators Raines and Green spoke 
out in praise of the Senator, but it was as 
though they were paying tribute the 
memory of some departed member. The 
significant feature of the defense was the 
pointed intimation from Senator Raines, 
the majority leader, that he was unable to 
fully accept the stated reasons of the bolt- 
ers for their present attitude. 

The Senate and Assembly took separate 
ballots to-day upon the choice of a United 
States Senator. In the Senate there were 
49 votes cast. Senator Trainor’s death hav- 
ing occasioned one vacancy. Of this num- 
ber Senator Thomas C. Platt received 25,

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


The Senate has passed the Legislative, 
ecutive, and Judiciary Appropriation bill 

The House Committee on Agriculture has re- 
ported the Agricultural Appropriation bill./ It 
carries $5,238,860, an increase of £29,900 over 
the last appropriation. 

The House to-day took up the Philippine Cur- 
rency bill. Mr. Cooper, (Rep., Wis.,) Chairman 
of the Insular Affairs Committee, entered upon 
an explanation of the measure and had not con- 
cluded when the House adjourned. 


The Post Office Appropriation bill as com- 
pleted to-day by the House Committee carries 
$153,430,049, against $138,416,598 under the cur- 
rent law. The principal items in the bill are 
as follows: Railway mail service, 
about $2,000,000 in excess of the current appro- 
priation; rural free delivery, $12,619,500, which 
is $5,090,100 more than the current appropriation. 
The sum of $800,000 is appropriated for pneu- 
matic tube service. The same subsidies pro- 
vided last year are continued by the new bill.

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Legislators interested

King’s Bridge Families Get $7 Fuel 
Through G. W. Perkins. 


Demand for Independent Coal Lighter— 


Dealers’ Committee Meets Mayor 


Low and Sales Agents. 


The committee of retail dealers appoint- 
ed last week by Mayor Low to consider the 
question as to how to get more company 
coal brought to tidewater had a conference 
with the Mayor at the City Hall yesterday 
afternoon. The committee consists of G. D. 
Curtis of Curtis & Blaisdell; G. I. Herbert 
of H. L. Herbert & Co., and Michael Burns 
of Burns Brothers. 

Before the members of the committee 
called on the Mayor they had conferences 
with the sales agents of the several com- 
ranies, and were prepared with an estimate 
of what would be required for the purpose. 
After a conference of over an hour the com- 


mittee left the office and the Mayor gave 
out the following statement: 

The committee reported that the com- 
panies have promised to add 1,500 tons of 
coal weekly for sale by the pail to 
the quantities of coal already being fur- 
nished for such sale. The committee is to 
nhs gh to-morrow how this is to be distrib- 

The members of the committee conferred 
late in the afternoon with one another and 
with sales agents. G. D. Curtis, Chairman 
of the committee, was seen later, and said 
that in al] probability more pail delivery 
depots would be estabished. 

Will the coal all be 10 cents a pail?” 
he was asked. 

I suppose so,” he said. “ It depends on 
whether we can get enough coal trom the 
companies.,’’ 

The independent operators found sales 
‘lo than usual. A representative of 
Stickney, Conyngham & Co., 1 Broadway, 
who handle a good deal of independent 
coal, admitted that the demand for inde- 
pendent coal had eased off a little, He did 
not care to quote prices, but said some of 
it had been sold at $9.50 a ton. 

In the outlying districts of the Greater 
New York, however, coal was still at 
famine prices. At King’s Bridge many fami- 
lies were actually suffering from iack of 
coal, and the local dealers were charging 
from $10 to $12 a ton. The question with 
many people, however, was not the price, 
but the procuring of coal at any price. The 
situation became so acute on Monday that 
Dr. Thomas Darlington of King’s Bridge or- 
ganized a citizens’ committee for the pur- 
pose of getting more coal. The members 
of the committee put themselves in com- 
munication with George W. Perkins, part- 
ner of J. Pierpont Morgan, which resulted 
in the sending of two boatloads of coal to 
the distressed district. which could be re- 
tailed at the rate of $7 a ton. 

The, first boatload arrived yesterday and 
created a sensation, There were at least 
five applicants for every ton. but the com- 
mittee decided to sell the coal only to fami- 
lies in the greatest need. It was found that 
there was sickness in some families, where 
there was absolutely no coal in the cellars. 
and in some cases people had been burning 
wood for a week to keep from freezing. 
Grocers’ carts, farm wagons, and every 
other kind of vehicle which could be used 
to distribute the coal were pressed into ser- 
vice, and it was all delivered at the rate of 
$7 a ton. The second boatload is expected 
to arrive to-day. 

J. L. Eddy of Dickson & Eddy, genera! 
sales agehts for the Ontario and Western 
Road, said yesterday: 

“We cannot supply anything like the 
coal demanded, as the shortage will not be 
made up all Winter. In the meantime no 
one need want coal. There is coal enough 
coming to tidewater to keep every one go- 
ing, but none to store up. The poor who 
buy coal by the pail never got as much and 
as cheap coal as they are getting now.”’ 
gd. E. Childs, general manager of the On- 
tario and Western, said: 

‘“‘ Under our present contract all the in- 
dependent coal is brought to tidewater 
here. This crowds out the company coal, 
which has to seek other outlets."’ 


MITCHELL’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 20.—The reading of 
his annual report by President John Mitch- 
ell was the feature of this morning’s ses- 
sion of the miners’ National convention. 
Of the many important events affecting 


the interests of the toilers of the country, 
he said, the anthracite coal strike stood 
pre-eminent. Vital principles were at stake 
which, if defeated, would have given to the 
American labor movement a shock from 
which it would have required years to rally 
and recover. Commenting on the investi- 
gation now being conducted by the Coal 
Strike Commission, Mr. Mitchell said: 

‘Firm in my opinion of our ability to 
deronstrate the justice of our claims, I 
have no fear of the outcome.”’ 

Referring to injunctions, Mr. 
said: 

‘**Government by injunction is one of the 
most insidious, harassing, and dangerous 
methods resorted to by the enemies of 
workingmen to destroy labor organization 
and to circumvent the Constitutional right 
of trial by jury. The whole system of 
government by injunction grows from the 
distrust of the ultra-capitalists for demo- 
cratic institutions. 

‘*The reasons given for the issuing of in- 
junctions are always misleading and gen- 
erally false. So far as these injunctions 
are issued in labor cases they are never 
issued excepting in such cases as call for 
the exercise of the criminal law. 

“Government by injunction is not only 
hostile to organized labor, but it is hostile 
to Constitutional liberty. If the American 
people do not check this arbitrary power 
it will result in the annihilation of labor 
unions, and then of all other forms of as- 
sociations disliked by capitalists.’ 

At the conclusion of. Mr. Mitchell's report 
Secretary Wilson submitted his report. In 
the matter of relief funds, he said that 
‘the total amount donated by the different 
branches of our organization was §$258,- 
343.94. The totai amount received from the 
special anthracite assessment was $1,967,- 
026.34, making a total of $2,225,370.28 from 
the members of the United Mine Workers. 
To this must be added $419,954.14 donated 
by the trades unions and the public, mak- 
ing a grand total of $2,645,324.42.""

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SHARP STATEHOOD DEBATE 


Senator Quay Demands a Vote on 
His Bill. 


Messrs. Beveridge and Hanna Interpose 
Objections—Fight Will Be 
Renewed To-day. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 20.—Senator Quay’s 


Statehood dinner brought on a sharp and | 


threatening situation in the Senate to-day. 
Having the courage of his 17 Republican 
votes, which, with the 32 Democratic votes, 
would pass the Three-State bill, the Penn- 
sylvania Senator forced the fighting and 
boldly demanded an agreement for a vote. 
Anticipating objection, he had prepared a 
schedule of dates in advance, which, one 
after another, he offered, and to each of 
which Senator Beveridge objected on the 
ground that debate had not been exhausted. 

The debate did not take a very wide 
range to-day, but was confined chiefly to 
arguments to show that the plank in the 
Republican National platform in 1900 was 
not an issue, and was therefore not binding 
on the Republican Senators. Senator Quay 
furnished a good deal of amusement by 
reading from a number of Republican plat- 
forms to show that there had been many 
promises as to New Mexico and the other 
Territories which had not been kept. Mr. 
Beveridge disposed of this reference to the 
platforms by calling it ancient history, as 
if it were barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. 

Senator Hanna at the close of the day 
made an impassioned speech, appealing to 
Republican Senators to stand together, not- 
withstanding the blocking of business, and 
oppose the passage of the Statehood bill 
until the whole question could be exhaust- 
ively explained. He said the pledges of the 
platform in 1900 were in no sense an issue, 
and were put in the platform mainly as a 
matter of form by the Committee on Reso- 
lutions. The Democratic platform con- 
tained the same sort of a promise. Hw 
thought it was far more important to act 
on the merits of the question than to blind- 
ly keep a party promise. If, after thor- 
ough inquiry and debate, it should appear 
that the Territories or any one of them 
was not fit for Statehood the patriotic 
thing was to act according to the facts, and 
not make a mistake that could not after- 
warl be remedied. 

The speech of the Ohio Senator seemed 
to make an impression on his Republican 
colleagues, 

The early part of the debate consisted of 
a colloquy between Senators Quay and 
Beveridge as to which side was acting the 
part of obstructionists and preventing leg- 
islation. Senator Quay, to show that his 
skirts were clear, asked for an immediate 
vote. Senator Beveridge then spoke for 
two hours, declaring that Quay was using 
the club of pledged votes to force the bill 
through, and he had said to the Senate that 
unless the Statehood bill were passed there 
should be no legislation at all. In a mo- 
ment of highly wrought oratory, the In- 
diana Senator shook his finger at the Sen- 
ator from Pennsylvania and cried: ‘ Let 
the galled jade wince, our withers go un- 
wrung.’ Whereat, Mr. Quay laughed. 

Senator Quay finally gave notice that to- 


morrow, at the end of the morning hour, he | 


should move to take up the bill and ar- 
range for a vote, and if objection was made 
he would ask the Senate to sit until an 
agreement should be reached as to a time 
when a vote should be taken. 

Senator Bate said to-night that the Demo- 
crats were to a man in favor of the bill. 

The meeting of the Steering Committee 
was without appreciable results except that 
there was a unanimous agreement to give 
precedence to appropriation bills and con- 
ference reports over all other matters. 
Beyond this, it was decided that the State- 
hood bill should continue to occupy the 
position it now holds as the unfinished 
business of the Senate and that the Cuban 
soos rocity treaty should be given second 
p ace 

There was discussion of the notice given 
in the Senate by Mr. Quay that to-morrow 
he would move to take up the Statehood 
bill at the conclusion of the raorning busi- 
ness. There was no recorded oposition to 
the proposition to allow Mr. Quay'’s mo- 
tion to prevail without protest when made. 
The opinion of the stanchest opponents of 
the Statehood bill was that it would be 
preferable to have a test vote as between 
the Statehood bill and some one of the ap- 
propriation bills if the friends of the State- 
hood bill should invite such a test

Injunction Hearing Postponed — Na- 
tional League Clubs Divided on 
Peace Propositions. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Jan. 20.—The Na- 
tional Baseball League to-day had the 
hearing of the injunction cases at Phila- 
delphia postponed until Friday, so as to 


continue the consideration of the confer- 
ence report on terms of agreement with 
the American League at this adjourned 
annual meeting, 

After being in session all day, the com- 
mittee of the whole concluded its work, 
and at 7 P. M., took a recess until to-mor- 
row, when majority and minority reports 
will be presented, one by President Herr- 
mann of Cincinnati, and the other by Presi- 
dent Brush of New York. The Boston Club 
is in a peculiar position of being in favor 
of most of the majority report and a small 
part of the minority report. 

The action taken as Committee of the 
Whole being the recommendation of a re- 
port to the League for adoption, the Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburg Clubs voted, subject 
to the decision of the Philadelphia court, 
and President Pulliam announced that his 
participation was subject to the same de- 
The vote on Sections 1, 2, and 4 of 
the proposed agreement between the Amer- 
ican and National Leagues was 6 to 2, New 
York and Brooklyn voting in the negative. 
These sections provide for contracts being 
binding, recognition of reserve rule and re- 
turn of advance money. * 

The vote on Section 5 was also 6 to 2, with 
New York and Brooklyn in the negative.

Changes in College Athletic Rules. 
At a recent meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Intercollegiate Associa- 
tion of Amateur Athlétes of “America the 


following amendments to the constitution 
were recommended by the Committee on 
Amendments, consisting of Gustavus T.

‘*No one shall represent any college or uni- 
versity as a competitor at the annual field 
meeting, who, since Feb, 26, 1898, has won first, 
second, or third in any field or track event 
open to competitors from two or more organiza- 
tions until he shall have resided one calendar 
year at the college or university he represents, 
and shall have attained in the annual examina- 
tions s work during that period a satis- 
factory standard of scholarship. 

“ This section, however, shall not apply to 
events restricted exclusively to competitors from 
colleges or preparatory schools.’’ 

Amendment to Article XVII, Section 7: 

‘No one shall represent any college or uni- 
versity at annual field meet who has been ex- 
pelled, or resigned while not in good standing.’’ 

And last two lines: 

“Class or department from which he is ex- 
pelled, suspended, or dropped or has transferred 
or resigned."’

PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS 


Alaska Boundary Dispute Dis- 
cussed in the House. 


Mr. Cochran Criticises as “ Cowardly” 
the “Surrender to England ”"—Mr. 
Hepburn Hits Back for the 
Republicans. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The House to- 
day passed the District of Columbia Appro- 
priation bill. The general debate on the 
District bill was iargely devoted to discus- 
sion of the Alaska boundary line dispute. 

Mr. Cochran (Mo.) discussed the Alaska 
boundary dispute, criticising severely the 
“surrender” to England which he termed 
“cowardly and pusillanimous.” 

“How about the surrender under a Dem- 
ocratic Administration of the territory be- 


tween latitude 49 and 54:40?" asked Mr. 
Hepburn. 


“That was in the period of our weak- 
ness,”’ replied Mr. Cochran, ‘“‘ when the fear 
of the result of war with England bore 
heavily upon public men. Now in the time 
of our strength we supinely permit another 
land grab by the same land grabbing coun- 
try.*” 

Mr. Hepburn, replying to Mr. Cochran, 
went back again to the history of the 
““Democratic surrender” of Oregon. 

“Was not Daniel Webster Secretary of 
State when the negotiations for the surren- 


der were arranged, and had not a Whig 
Administration succeeded, owing to the 
death of a Democratic President?”’ asked 
Mr. Cochran. 

‘James Buchanan negotiated the treaty,” 
responded Mr. Hepburn, “ Mr. Polk ap- 

roved it, and a Democratic Senate ratified 
t. Now the gentlemen whose party surren- 
dered a territory in the North equal to 
eight States and the Empire of Texas in the 
South, denounces as ‘ the crime of the cent- 
ury’ the possible surrender of a narrow 
strip of territory way up at the 60th parallel 
of latitude.” 

Mr. Sulzer (N. Y.) also participated in the 
debate, maintaining that there was no 
doubt of the title of the United States to 
the disputed territory. He said that unless 
we take and hold that territory, future gen- 
erations would denounce us as he now de- 
nounced all who had any part in the sur- 
render of 1844. 

Without substantial amendment the bill 
Was passed.

In the first or preliminary round each 
man fenced every other contestant, and it 
was close to midnight when the judges 
were able to pick the first six who were 
qualified to meet in the final bouts. They 
were Bowman of Cornell and Mitchell of 
the Fencers’ Club, with five victories each; 
Mahan and Pitou of Columbia and Roberts 
of Harvard, with four each, and Kernochan 
of the Fencers’ Club, with three. The lat- 
ter tied for the place with Head of Colum- 
bia and won in the tie-off. 

The finals were hotly contested, but the 
skillful Cornell swordsman, Bowman, was 
more than a match for his opponents, and 
he had a clean score of five victories in the 
final round. As the players in the first 
round were divided into squads, Bowman 
did not encounter a defeat in the tourna- 
ment, his record being ten victories, and 
he secured the gold medal.

CONSUMERS’ LEAGUE PLAN 
* Appeal to the Mayor for Mercantile 
Inspectors. 


Bishop Potter Tells a Story of Oriental 
Justice and Makes an Application 
to the Bargain Counter. 


The twelfth annual meeting of the Con- 
Summers’ League of this city was held yes- 
terday afternoon at Assembly Hall, Fifth 
Avenue and Twentieth Street. The hall 
Was crowded with a large and fashionable 
There was the reading of the 
annual report, showing that many of the 
great stores were on the list of those de- 
scribed as “‘ white’”’ by the league because 
they were shortening hours of work. Even 
in the Christmas holidayS many of the 
stores had advertised\that they would not 
be open in the evening, which would mean 
the overworking of their employes. Mem- 
bers of the league and others had taken 
hold of the idea of purchasing only in 
places where the caring for. employes, and 
not hiring children under the legal age, 
were the practice of the owners. 

Bishop Potter. the first speaker, said: 

** Last evening, while journeying through 
the State of Pennsylvania, | encountered a 
gentleman who had a remarkable collection 
of Oriental literature. He told me a story 
he had found in one of his books, a story of 
justice in the Orient. According to the 
story there was a man in Bagdad who cov- 
eted his neighbor's jewels. In trying to en- 
ter the neighbor's house he climbed to a 
shutter, which broke. He fell to the ground, 
breaking his arm. He sued for damages. 

“The neighbor sent for the carpenter who 
had made the shutter. He testified that It 
would not have broken if the masonry had 
been property pullt so that the shutter could 
be properly fitted. The mason blamed a 
young woman who hed distracted his atten- 
tion while passing in a blue dress, When 
the young woman was calle@ she said it 
was the fault of the dress, and not her per- 
sonal charms. Finally, when the manu- 
facturer who had made the blue cloth was 
summoned he acknowledgea nis guilt and 
was hanged for his crime. 

“ That manufacturer should have claimed 
ke could not do business unless he should 
make blue dresses which he could sell. Then 
the ladies wearing the garments -would have

BURN TO DESTROY PLAGUE. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 20.—A special 
from Nogales, Arizona, says: 

Advices from Guaymas state that orders 
have been received at Mazatlan by the Fed- 
eral authorities to burn the ship yard, 
which was erected a few years ago ata 
large cost to the Federal Government. The 
destruction of the ship yard is only part 
of a programme of desperate measures to 
be taken to rid the city of the dread bubonic 
plague. 

It is believed that the plague has been 
contracted from infected vessels from the 
Orient, and has been carried ashore by rats 
or other animals. It is impossible to get rid 
of these pests without destroying the build- 
ings they infect, and, if necessary, all the 
adobe buildings in Mazatlan will be burned 
to rid them of plugue-infested rodents. 

The people of Mazatlan have been anx- 
iously awaiting che arrival of virus from 
the United States. It is proposed to inoc- 
ulate the population, as far as possible, 
with the virus.

——French children seem to be fonder 
than those jn other lands of playing with 
little soldiers made of tin or some other 
convenient material. Vast quantities of 
them are sold every year at prices to suit 
both the poor and the rich. Most of these 
toys are manufactured in Germany, and the 
tastes of the French customers are, of 
course, consulted in painting the uniforms. 
The French boy conducts with his soldiers 
campaigns as nearly regular as his knowl- 
edge of military matters permits, and he 
invariably wants half of hjs forces to wear 
the uniform of his own army, for thus are 
supplied the victors in his mimic battles. 
For years past he has insisted that the 
troops destined for slaughter and defeat 
should be dressed as Germans. His de- 
mands have been met, though the German 
toymakers doubtless knew the humiliating 
experience that awaited in France all tin 
painted in the German colors. 
Business is business, and consolation was 
obtainable from memories that real Ger- 
man soldiers have not quite always been 
beaten when they crossed the Rhine. It 
has been noticed of late, however, by a vis- 
itor who was looking for significant trifles 
Paris that while German as well as 
soldiers are still sold in the toy- 
shops, the more frequent division is into 
French and English—a fact from which 
whoever will may deduce all sorts of im- 
portant conclusions as to the present state 
of public sentiment in France and as to 
the probable contestants in the next Euro- 
pean war.

~—In order that Americans may clearly 
realize the terrible state to which a large 
part of Finland's population has been re- 
duced by the almost complete failure of 
last year’s crops, Skandinaven, a paper 
published in Chicago as the organ of our 
citizens of Scandinavian origin or descent, 
prints a translation of a letter recently sent 
by one Finnish clergyman to another. After 
telling how difficult it is, owing to the se- 
verity of the Russian censorship over let- 
ters as well as the press to make known 
abroad the true condition of the country, 
the writer describes what he saw when in 
the regular round of his duty he visited the 
home of a family in a remote part of his 
parish. On approaching the house he found 
lying in the snow the dead body of a girl 
of seven, who had evidently perished while 
making a desperate attempt to summon aid. 
Then he entered the house. ‘On a table,”’ 
he says, ‘“‘I found a small piece of bark- 
bread and a gnawed-off bone. In one bed 
was the lifeless body of the mother, and 
clasped in her arms and pressed to her 
bosom was the corpse of her youngest child, 
a little girl two and a half years old; in 
another bed was the husband and father, 
sick and helpless, more dead than alive, 
and by his side the dead body of a little 
boy, four years old.’’ Such tragedies are 
said to be occurring all through the famine 
district, and Russia, with her own hungry 
hordes more numerous than she can care 
for, is doing little for the relief of Finland. 
Skandinaven makes an earnest appeal for 
American aid for these unhappy people, and 
appeals of that kind are rarely unheeded 
here.

And why, pray, are colored men never 
surrmoned for jury duty in this County of 
New York? [ have served on juries for 
over fifteen years in this city—have been a 
talesman in some of the largest panels— 
and have yet to see a colored fellow-citizen 
sun moned to mete out justice. Are we 
‘Lily Whites"? Is this metropolis of the 
native State of President Roosevelt a 
* Lily Wjyhite " community? It is absurd to 


say that there are no colored men who are 
eligible! 

An investigation of the office of the Com- 
missioner of Jurors is in order. Nay, the 
whole jury system should be investigated. 
Reforms are needed. Proper pay should be 
given. Think of $3 for two weeks’ service 
of thirty hours of actual work. 
what [ got a year ago this January. Yet 
I have rarely received even that wretched 
pittance! Proper respect should be en- 
forced. A juryman is under present ar- 
rangements of less consequence than the 
pettiest court officer! Proper quarters for 
deliberation should be provided. The jury 
rooms in the County Court House aren't fit 
for chicken coops. In fact, the whole ad- 
ministration of the jury system in the 
County of New York—from the enrollment 
in the Commissioner's office to the pay- 
ment of the jury fees—is an indignity and 
an outrage, and should be investigated by 
the Legislature from top _to bottom!

SHIP OWNERS FEAR TRUST. 


President Mcintyre Says That the Sit- 
uation Is Gloomy in View of 
American Aggression.

Paris Figaro’s Explanation of Anglo-

Advances.

LONDON, Jan. 20.—The correspondent 
of The Times, in a cable from Paris, 
calls attention to the statement of the 
Figaro to the effect that if the powers 
were disposed to accept arbitration in 
the Venezuela difficulty they ought not 
to have bombarded Puerto Cabello. The 
Figaro says that if they wanted war they 
ought to have refused to negotiate re- 
garding their grievances against the 
Government of Venezuela, and that it 
was the fear of the United States, rather 
than a desire for a pacific solution, 
which induced them to meet the ad- 
vances of President Castro. 

Indorsing the judgment of the Figaro, 
the correspondent says that the effect of 
the Anglo-German co-operation against 
Venezuela is regarded on the Continent 
with almost as much disfavor as it is in 
the United States.

INVESTIGATION IN PARIS. 


Consul General Gowdy Will Inquire 
Whether the Fairs’ Property was 
Stolen. 


PARIS, Jan. 20.—Consul General Gowdy 
was questioned to-day by the correspondent 
here of The Associated Press concerning 
the reports from San Francisco that the 
effects of the late Mr. and Mrs. Charles L. 
Fair had been looted in Paris and that iml- 
tations had been substituted for valuable 
furs and a pear! necklace. 

Mr. Gowdy said the effects of the Fairs 
had been sent to the executors at San Fran- 
cisco, who duly acknowledged the receipts 
of the jewelry as invoiced, but informed the 
Consul General that the furs, which had 
been sent separately, had been tampered 
with and pieces of an inferior quality sub- 
stituted for the originals 

After the death of the Fairs, which oc- 
curred as a result of an automobile acci- 
dent in France last August, the furs were 
appraised at $1,000 by a responsible dealer, 
who kept them in storage until they were 
| shipped. Mr. Gowdy has asked the execu- 

tors at San Francisco to ship the furs back 
to Paris and to send with them the neces- 
sary affidavits. He has received notifica- 
tion that the furs in question had been 
shipped back here, but they have not yet 
been received. 

As soon as they are received the Consul] 
General will have the matter investigated.

A Warm Welcome at the North 
Pole of Broadway. 


Brilliant Scenic Effects and Good Comic 
Acting by Anna Laughlin, Fred A. 
Stone, and D. C. Montgomery. 


With a dash of brilliant discovery “ The 
Wizard of Oz” last night discovered the 
north pole of the Broadway theatrical 
world in the Columbus Monument, at Fif- 
ty-ninth Street. In a proximity as close 
as that of the Majestic Theatre frosts un- 
doubtedly threaten, just as there is said to 
be a gathering chill in the theatres situat- 
ed near the ‘south pole in the Flatiron 
Building. But if anything is proof against 
the icy blast of popular neglect the spa- 
cicus and ccmtorteble auditorium of the 
Majestic ought to be it, and especially when 
it invites to as brilllant and snappy @ 
slow as that with which it has opened.

BONN IN A DUAL ROLE. 


German Actor’s Not Entirely Successful 
Portrayal of Napoleon and a 
Jewish Horse Dealer. 


Ferdinand Bonn, the German star who is 
now appearing at the Irving Place Theatre, 
last night essayed the always hazardous 
trick of playing a dual rOdle, and it cannot 
be said that his attempt was an entirely 
successful one.

Napoleon then appears on the scene and 
jis appealed to by the Countess to save her 
husband's life. He consents, but condi- 
tionally, and the Countess dehounces him 
as not of noble blood, as one incapable of 
a King’s forgiving grace. as a mere par- 
venu. This taunting word stings the Em- 
peror and he destroys the death warrant to 
prove her words untrue, whereupon the cur- 
tain descends on a scene of general hap- 
yiness.

All are large cars 
of the most modern shape, with tonneau 
bodies, and three have tops. 

A noticeable feature of this exhibit is 
the delicate combination of colors in which 
the cars are furnished, some of the most 
noticeable combinations. béing light blue 
and ivory white, dark blue and white, and 
cream with red lines. I body upholstered 
in pigskin is another exhibit which attracts 
much attention. 

The two automobiles at $500 attract a 
great deal of attention, and their exhibitors 
report a number of sales. One is a light 
runabout of handsome design, which has 
been sold during the past year for $600. 
It weighs 450 pounds, has a motor of three 
horse power and will run at a speed of 
five to twenty miles an hour. The trans- 
mission gear is furnished with two forward 
speeds only, both of which are controlled 
by one lever; moving the lever forward 
operates the slow speed clutch, and mov- 
ing it backward operates the high speed, 
while left in its central position, allows 
the transmission gear to run idle; a rachet 
crank attached te the outer end of the shaft 
is used for starting the motor. 

The other $500 vehicle is a motor buck- 
board with a _ four-horse power motor, 
which is said to be capable of a speed up 
to thirty miles an hour. It has a gasoline 
capacity sufficient for 100 miles. The 
weight of the entire vehicle is only 350 
pounds. The motors in both these low- 
priced vehicles are air cooled. There is 
also a small electric child's runabout for 
$500 on exhibition.

BOMB FOR PETER DOELGER 
Powder-Filled Pipe at Millionaire 
Brewer’s Residence. 


Rivalry Among Watchmen, According 
to the Police, May Be at Bot- 


tom of Scare. 


A bomb decorated with gilt and con- 
taining three-quarters of a pound of black 
powder was placed on the front doorstep 
of the home of Peter Doelger, the million- 
aire brewer, at Riverside Drive and West 
One Hundredth Street early yesterday rmorn- 
ing. It was made of iron pipe two inches 
in diameter and nine inches long. The 
peculiar feature of the bomb was that it 
had no fuse. 

A man whose identity was 
run up to Roundsman Relyea of the West 
One Hundredth Street Station, at West 
End Avenue and One Hundred and First 
Street, at 3 o'clock in the morning and 
told him that two men were acting sus- 
piciously in front of the Doelger home. 
The Roundsman hastened to the place, 
but found no one there, and began in- 
specting the premises. He tried the front 
ind then discovered the piece of pipe. 
Awakening the in the stable, 
Relyea told him to get pail of water, 
into which the bomb was dropped. Af- 
terward it was taken to the station. 

The Sergeant awakened Capt. Weigand 
and immediately detectives were put on 
the case. The fact that there was no fuse 
attached to the bomb gave rise to the belief 


on the part of the family and the police 
Captain that it was meant possibly as a 
joke.

Weigand, “then there certainly would 
have been a fuse inserted in the small 
hole at the top. This hole was made by a 
file, and was hardly large enough to hold 
a fuse.’ 

Central Office men were at work on the 
case last night, but Mr. Doelger was 
ill that he could not see them. He sent 
word, however, that he could not imagine 
who would want to harm him or his 
family. He has not been in business tor 
some time, having retired. 

This is the second occasion within a 
couple of years on which a bomb has 
been found in that neighborhood The 
tev. John Peters, rector of St. Michael's 
Episcopal Church, received one of these 
machines at his house. 

The police say that there has been much 
trouble for the last few months between 
rival watchmen along Riverside Drive and 
the cross streets in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. ‘There was a fight between two 
of them some time ago which was settled 
in the courts. On another occasion one of 
the watchmen was knocked unconscious. 
Many of the residents yesterday said that 
all sorts of depredations had been com- 
mitted in the neighborhood during the last 
vear. In some cases the ivy vines on the 
houses have been cut and left hanging in 
the street. 

Peter Doelger, Jr., yesterday afternoon 
‘isited the West One Hundredth Street 
Station. He talked with Capt. Weigand, 
but he thought the placing of the bomb 
wus nothing more than a practical joke. 
He said that no servants in the house or 
employes of the brewery had «been dis- 
charged recently, and he had not the 
faintest idea who could have tried to harm 
the family.

DEFECTS IN BIG DRY DOCK. 


Dummy Piles Only 30 Inches Long Said 
to Have Been Used. 


Evidence showing gross defects In @ 
big dry dock at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard was adduced before Judge Ray and a 
jury in the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday in a suit brought by the Gov- 
ernment against Contractors John D. Crim- 
mins and Augustin Walsh to recover $170,- 
000 which it expended in repairs. 

Rear Admiral Francis Tiffany Bowles, 
Chief of Construction and Repairs, said 
that two foundation piles which according 
to the contract should have been not less 
than forty feet long were found, when the 
concrete which covered them had been re- 
moved, to be but thirty inches long. One 
of these stumps was produced and marked 
as an exhibit in the case. Admiral Bowles 
further testified that seanfs of the lower 
deck were only one-third filled with oakum 
where the contract called for complete 
calking. The detense made vigorous ob- 
jection to this testimony on the ground that 
the Admiral had not qualified as an ex- 
pert. 

A leveler named McKeon told of finding 
other short piles when the dock was re- 

aired during the year of the war with 
Spain, and testified to the discovery of the 
dummy piles identified by Admiral Bowles. 
McKeon admitted on cross-examination 
having signed reports while the dock was 
being built stating that the piles put down 
where the short ones were found were of 
the proper length, but said he signed with- 
out personal knowledge on information fur- 
nished_by the Inspectors, The trial will go 
on to-day.
